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HEBER CITY CODE 10.16.040 Parking Dyring Snow Cleanup Periods. 

Beginning November 15" of each year and erminating April 1“ of each following year, it is 
unlawful to park any vehicle upon any str¢et of the city in all residential zones during 
designated snow cleanup periods. The snøw cleanup period is that period beginning at ten 
a.m. following an accumulation of two ifches of snow or more upon the streets of the city 
and continuing thereafter for the next twenty-four hours or until snow removal has 
occurred, whichever occurs first. ( ord. 88 -03 ) 


HEBER CITY CODE 10.16.030 Unlawful Types of Parking

In addition to types of stopping, standing, or parking declared illegal in other sections of 


this chapter, it is illegal to park a/motor vehicle under the following circumstances:

A. No person shall park a vehicle on any street for more than a consecutive 
seventy-two hour period. 
B. No person shajl park a vehicle on any street for the principal purpose of 


greasing or repairing such vehicle, except immediate repairs necessitated by 
an emergency. 


uc. No person shall leave or park a vehicle upon a sidewalk or upon any portion 
of a street between curb lines and sidewalk. 
D. No person shall park a vehicle upon any street or roadway or public 


property or posted private property for the principal purpose of displaying 
such vehicle for sale or displaying advertising. ( ord. 88- 07 )
